SULT OF FALSE 
ALARM OF FRE 


Awful Tragedy at Calumet, 
Mich, Yesterday at 
- Xmas Festival, 


SCENE OF GREAT STRIKE 
NEW ONE OF HORROR 


Committee Will Visit Each 
Home and Provide 
Needed Aid, 


Calumet, Mich, Dec. 26.—On the day, 
which throughout all Christendom is a 
day of rejoicing over the birth of the 
Savious, Calumet, stricken to the heart 
by an almost unbelievable catastrophe, 
stands mourning by the side of its dead, 
the 72 victims, most of whom were 
children, of the frightful panic of 
Christmas eve in the Italian hall. 

This panic followed a false alarm 
cry of fire during tre progress of a 
Christmas tree entertainment arranged 
for familles of the copper strikers. All 
biterness and ilfecling that has exist- 
ed in this strike-riden community dur- 
ing the past months is wiped away by 
a common affliction. 

Today the people of Calumet can see 
only their neighbors, their brothers, 
their sisters and their little children 
staggering under an aimost unbearable 
burden of distress and grief. A great 
mass meeting of Calumet citizens was 
held his afernoon to express their 
sympathy and devise ways and means 
to ameliorate the sufferings of those 
on whom deaths had fallen so heavily. 


Unlimited Friends’ at Homes. 


A’ committee of twelve was appoint- 
ed to visit each individual home of the 
bereaved families and ascertain what 
financlal ass ince is necessary, 
unlimited funds are assured and no out- 
side aid will be necessary, 

“With the kindest feeling for those 
who offered it, we ask no outside help,” 
says the resolution of sympathy adopt- 
ed. “These are our own people and this 
{s our sacred privilege to care for our 
dead and to comfort the living.” 

The statement of President Moyer of 
the Western Federation of Miners tit 
no benefits from the citizens would be 
accepted was disregarded. The strikers 
gathered this afternoon and named a 
committee to call upon the striken re- 
letisey and ascertain their wishes re- 
warding the funeral. This committee 
Will meet tomorrow morning to make 
arfangements for the services. 

The authorities se far have been un- 
able to trace a man who is said to have 
gone up the stairs on the Italian hall 
and raised the cry of fire, which is sup- 
posed to haye started the panic which 
led to tho fearful crush in the stairway 
and caused the death of nearly. four 
score men, Women and children. ‘There 
geems to be little hope that he will be 
apprehended. The other theory that 
the ery of fire originated within the 
hall was substantiated yesterday by 
Matt Sar, a striker, who lost his son in 
the disaster. He declared the cry came 
from a group of men and women to- 
ward the front of the hall.

It 
would be impossible under many col- 
umns to give any conception of the 
astonishing marvels on these 100 acres, 


There is a certain hybrid berberis 
which has a thousand different va- 
rieties among its offspring. Such 


freakish variety has never before been 
seen in any plant. 

Perhaps there are homing pigeons in 
which something akin to intelligence, 
as vpposed to instinct, has been proyed 
and it seems likely, as in people, that 
feeble-mindedness. is hereditary.

Third, give the teacher a home with 
from 5 to 50 veres of Jand for his own 
cultivation, Let him have the products 
thereof, and thus raise the wage of the 
country teacher,. and make country 
teaching an inducement to the men and 
women of trained minds, broad sym- 
pathies ania practical agricultural ex- 
perience, 

Fourth, make the country teacher's 
contract permanent 
on bad behavior, 

This summarizes Dr. Claxton’s views 
for improving the lot of little Johnny 
and Mary out on the farms. More- 
over, it epitomizes, for the first time, 
his plan for deyelopanent of rural edu- 
cation—the greatest of present-day 
educational problems according to his 
way of thinking. 

“Rural schools haye had less help 
than the city schools," Dr, Claxton con- 
tinued. “Por that reason, they now 
need more attention than their metro- 
politan neighbors, Then, too, city edu- 
cation Is standardized. The supervisors, 
teachers and superintendent—all high- 
salaried people--map out a course of 
stedy comparatively easy to adminis-
